Sen. Leader Barkley Asks 
Army-Navy Statement 
of Manpower Needs 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 — The 
administration shifted the explosive 
father draft issue gingerly to the 
high command’s doorstep today as 
a recharged Congress met again 
after 10 weeks of canvassing home 
town sentiment on the home and 
foreign fronts. 
Calling for a statement of man­ 
power needs by the chiefs of the 
Army and Navy, Senate Democratic 
Leader Barkley (Ky.) made known 
a desire for a few days’ delay in 
considering the Wheeler bill which 
would postpone drafting of pre- 
Pearl Harbor fathers until after 
Jan. 1. 
Significantly 
perhaps, 
Barkley 
told 
reporters 
he 
believed 
the 
country is confused by the uncer­ 
tainty that has marked attempts 
to meet the manpower issue—that 
the people 
are 
worried 
because 
they don’t know what to expect

Marshall, Army chief of staff, and 
Admiral Ernest J. King, comman- j 
der-in-chief of the fleet, be sum- :

Bloody Battle 
Follows Nazis 
Counter Blows 


BULLETIN 
Huge sea-borne Allied reinforcements were reported moving into the 
bloody Salerno beachhead in Italy today and British 8th Army troops 
dashed north along the coast within 100 miles of a junction with Lt. Gen. 
Mark W Clark s hard-pressed American 5th army forces. 
A dispatch from Wes Gallagher, Associated Pi ess correspondent at 
Allied headquarters, said the Mediterranean was alive with ships and 
planes as fresh Allied troops were sent Into the six-day-old battle of 
Salerno. 
Possibly mistaking the direction of the traffic, the Germans asserted 
that the Allies had begun withdrawing to sea from the -Salerno area 
yesterday and that the evacuation was continuing today. A Nazi broad­ 
cast said this meant the Allies "have abandoned 
the 
enterprise 
(at 
Salerno) altogether.” 
A communique from Gen. Elsenhower’s headquarters acknowledged 
that the Germans, counter-attacking with suicidal frenzy, "have re­ 
gained some of the ground taken by us” in the Salerno area, but gave 
no inkling of any evacuation.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14—Anew 
attack of U. 8. Army bombers on 
Japan’s Kurile islands seemed to­ 
day to be the first payoff from the 
American conquest of the Aleu­ 
tians. 
The Navy’s announcement of the 
Army’s feat — another illustration 
of unified operations—never men­ 
tioned the home base of the bomb­ 
ers which smacked the big Jap- 
anere port of Paramushlro for the 
fourth time in this war. 
It would be astonishing, however, 
if those bombers, which included 
heavies as well as mediums, had 
not taken off from either Attu or 
Kiska in the Aleutian chain, newly 
retrieved from Japanese invaders. 
Paramushiro is the key to Tokyo 
from the north—a bomber flight 
from the Bering sea. It is on a 
direct line within bomber range of 
the Attu-Kiaka fringe of the Aleu­ 
tians.

In 
blind flying the pilot m ust disre­ 
gard his sensations and rely on his 
instrum ents.
